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Driver Jailed for 
death of Henry 


A PROFESSIONAL jockey from Dubai 
who killed a toddler by driving on the 
wrong side of the road has been 
jailed for two years. 

Ahmed Aldubaili, 31, got confused and 
drove his friend’s laguar on the right- 
hand side of the road before colliding 
head-on with Martin Blacklock’s Renault 
Clio, killing his 3-year-old son Henry 
instantly. 

Mr Blacklock was seriously injured in the 
B1063 crash, which happened on October 23, 
2010, at Ashley. 

Judge Anthony Bate, sentencing at Cambridge 
Crown Court on Tuesday, told Aldubaili, who is

the son of a senior civil servant in Dubai, he 
made a “tragic and catastrophic mistake” by 
crossing over to the other side of the road. 

He jailed him for two years and banned him 
from driving for three years after he admitted 
causing death by dangerous driving and driving 
while uninsured at a previous hearing. 

The jockey, formerly of Centre Drive, 
Newmarket, had been in the country for a 
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month as he studied to be a horse trainer and 
will be deported once he has served his 
sentence. 

The court heard he reverted to driving on the 
side of the road he was used to in his home 
country. 

John Farmer, prosecuting, said: “A witness in 
the village of Ashley reports observing the car 
being driven quite carefully round the bend of 
the Crown Inn on the wrong side of the road and 
he continued to drive on the wrong side of the 
road. Unhappily, coming in the other direction, 
was Mr Blacklock and his son.” 

Ian Bridge, defending, said his client had been 
in a clinic for mental health problems following 
the crash adding his “overwhelming anxiety” is 
to apologise to the parents. 

Speaking after the hearing Mr Blacklock and 
Henry’s mother, Clare Seager, said the sentence 
was what they were expecting. 

Martin, from Newmarket, said: “You want him 
to go away for 10 years but you know that’s not 
going to happen. It’s over now and it’s closure.” 

The 43-year-old is still undergoing speech 
therapy, has problems walking, remembering 
things and chewing following the crash. 

He said: “I should have been unwrapping 
presents with my boy this Christmas. Instead it 
took me two and a half hours to eat Christmas 
lunch.” 

Mother-of-three Clare, 37, said: “This is 
something I will never get over but I will get 
through each day the best I can for the sake of

Deaths highlight 
workplace risks 

SAFETY bosses have issued a fresh 
warning after statistics revealed 
there were two workplace deaths 
and hundreds of major injuries in 
in Cambridgeshire this year. 

The number of fatal incidents at 
work rose in 2010/11 with two 
deaths compared to none in the 
previous year. 

One death was that of 
Christopher Watson, a 61-year-old 
amateur jockey who died in 
November 2010 while exercising a 
horse in Cheveley, and the other 
was Simon Wenn who died age 43 
after his crane fell into the New 
Bedford River in Mepal, near Ely, in 
December 2010. 

The Health and Safety Executive 
is urging employers to make the 
safety of their staff a top priority for 
2012 . 

Simon Longbottom, HSE’s 
operations manager in the East of 
England, said: “Employers should 
spend their time tackling the real 
dangers that workers face rather 
than worrying about trivial risks or 
pointless paperwork.”

A PARISH council’s 
regulations have prev¬ 
ented it from taking all 
bar emergency decis¬ 
ions for months. 

Cheveley Parish Council 
could not transact business 
without invoking emer¬ 
gency powers or let new 
members join from the 
autumn until its meeting in 
mid-December because 
representatives from both 
wards were not present at 
meetings. 

Four members, the 
minimum number required 
for the council to operate, 
took up roles as councillors 
following elections in May 
2011, three for the South 
Cheveley ward and one for 
the parish’s northern ward. 

A fifth member, Sheila 
Marvin, was co-opted for 
the South ward in fune. 

Kath Sneller, councillor 
for the North ward, was not 
present at meetings 
between September and 
November. She said she did 
not want to comment on 
the situation, but said she 
was unable to attend the 
scheduled meetings in 
September and November 
but would have been able to 
attend the scheduled 
October meeting had it not 
been rescheduled. 

She added the meeting in 
September had proceeded 
in her absence, which had 
had no effect on its 
running. 

But in a report in 
December, a council 
spokeswoman said it has 
been unable to transact 
business since August. 

Rick Humphries, 

chairman of Cheveley 
Parish Council, said one 
consequence of being 
unable to operate normally 
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was annual Town Lands 
Charity pre-Christmas 
payments to those aged 80 
and over who have lived in 
the parish for at least 15 
years had not yet been 
made. 

He said: “Council could 
not function, it could not 
take a decision so payment 
has not been made which is 
something which is 
something which has, not 
surprisingly, not gone down 
well with the people in the 
parish. 

“There is a whole series 
of things that should have 
been done but could not be 
done because they needed 
a decision. I as chairman 
have certain emergency 
powers but the argument 
that everything is an 
emergency leaves 

questions in people’s 
minds.” 

Cllr Humphries said he 
regarded the standing order 
as illegal and against 
precedent but he had not 
wanted to challenge the 
order through the courts for 
fear of incurring high costs 
for Cheveley ratepayers. 

The council is to discuss 
its existing standing orders 
at its meeting on Tuesday. 

Cllr Sneller attended the 
council’s December 
meeting and five new 
members joined the 
council.

side of her business. 

Speaking personally, Julie said: “It’s 


difficult for everybody but you cannot 
expect a profit in retail in a very short 
period of time; it’s a long-runner, retail. It’s 
hard work and rarely are there quick 
results and quick rewards. I do think it’s a 
very great shame that after six months she 
has decided to shut the doors on it.” 

As part of the competition, Newmarket’s 
retailers helped the town’s new arrivals get 
on their feet with a package of assistance 
which, for many, included rent-free use of 
a shop unit for a limited period, a 
donation towards shop-fitting and free 
banking, legal and business advice.

Phone app helps shoppers with allergies 



A MOBILE app for food allergy 
sufferers, created by a New¬ 
market company, is celebrating 
its first birthday. 

Fiona Unwin, from Moulton, 
and James Lay, from Gazeley, 
worked for two years developing 
FoodWiz before its launch last 
January - and it is now being 
used by 3,500 people suffering 
from food allergies and in¬ 
tolerances locally and across the 
UK. 

People unable to eat sub¬ 
stances including gluten, wheat, 
nuts and shellfish can pro¬ 
gramme their requirements into 
the app and use their smart¬ 
phone’s barcode reader to let 


them know whether a product 
on the shelf in Asda or Tesco is 
safe for them to put in their 
trolleys. 

It stores the details of the 
thousands of items so shoppers 
can scan products without 
surfing the web. 

FoodWiz’s database of more 
than 80,000 products is updated 
daily and phones get the new 
information whenever their 
owners choose to synchronise 
with the website. 

Mrs Unwin, 56, who has two 
children with food allergies, 
Rosalind, 22, and Alastair, 24, 
said the information on a phone 
takes up the space of a song and 


estimated the app saves people 
who shop with allergies in mind 
an average of 45 minutes per 
supermarket visit. 

She added that the app is also 
helping people with anorexia 
and autism, and she hopes the it 
will be developed in time to 
assist people with type two 
diabetes. 

Mr Lay, 69, thought of the idea 
of the app after a little girl asked 
him for his flapjack during a 
plane flight and he was unsure 
whether to give it to her in case 
she was allergic to any of its 
ingredients.

Libraries 
team seeks 
candidates 


Family forced to

THREE members of a board to 
run Suffolk’s libraries have 
been chosen - but another 
four positions are up for grabs. 

The interim board will be in 
charge of launching the 
Independent and Provident 
Society (IPS), which Suffolk 
County Council agreed would 
run the library service, helped 
by community groups. 

Clive Fox, who has been 
appointed chairman of the 
interim board, said public 
support for the libraries had 
led the council to prioritise 
maintaining a comprehensive 
service, despite economic 
pressure. He added that 
communities must get 
involved to make sure the 
service gives them what they 
want. 

He said: “The first few years 
will be a voyage of discovery 
and a process of learning 
which is what libraries are for. 
It will depend crucially on all 
those who work for it, whether 
as professionals in libraries or 
as volunteers involved in local 
management and initiatives.” 

Mike Hosking, who has been 
director of libraries, learning 
and culture at Cambridgeshire 
County Council, and Shona 
Bendix, who acted as the chief 
executive of the Suffolk 
Association of Local Councils 
for six years, have also been 
appointed founding members 
of the board. 

Suffolk County Council has 
told community library groups 
to nominate candidates to fill 
four other positions. 
Applications and nominations 
must be received by Sunday, 
January 22. 

Staff will be represented on 
the interim board and a 
council observer will also be 
appointed. 

A board elected by members 
of the IPS will take over from 
the interim board in the next 
year and a half. 

The council has said the 
model will cost a maximum of 
£652,000 to set up but its 
annual cost is expected to be 
£6.49m rather than the £8.96m 
spent running the service in 
2010/11.

A FAMILY’S house 
almost went up in 
flames after heat from 
a nearby van fire 
melted fixtures on the 
side of their New¬ 
market home. 

Maja and Jan Kurty and 
Maja’s daughter, Zuzana 
Satanek, were awoken at 
2.30am on December 23, 
by a neighbour frantically 
ringing their doorbell to 
warn them of the fire that 
was already devouring 
their garden fence. 

A Ford transit van had 
been deliberately torched 
outside the back of the 
Kurtys’ Frampton Close 
home and it had spread to 
a nearby blue Renault. 

Heat radiating from the 
blaze melted guttering and 
the plastic around the 
kitchen and bathroom 
windows of the end-of- 
terrace property. 

Miss Satanek, 27, who 
had only arrived in the UK 
from Canada that 
morning, said no electric 
lights were on when she 
got up but the glow from 
the fire outside had illu¬ 
minated the inside of the 
property. 

The family initially 
attempted to extinguish 
the blaze themselves with 
water but realised it was 
too big. 

Miss Satanek took a 
photo of the fire from the 
back door, gathered some 


possessions and the family 
left the house. 

Miss Satanek said: “It 
was a bit of a scary exp¬ 
erience but, thank God, 
the neighbour woke us up 
and we managed to get 
out. Then the firefighters 
came. 

“I think it took about an 
hour for them to kill the 
fire.” 

She said they had been 
able to re-enter the home 
after the crews had en¬ 
sured the property was 
safe. Apart from Mrs Kurty 
having inhaled some 
smoke, they had all been 
unharmed. 

Miss Satanek added: “I 
was pretty shaken up by 


the experience - it took me 
a couple of days to get 
back the sense of security. 
We didn’t know what 
caused the fire. It was 
revealed later that it must 
have been someone from 
outside.” 


She added: “It was kind 
of a shock that someone 
would do that right before 
Christmas.” 

Suffolk Police have 
urged anyone with 
information to call them 
on 101.

Sir, I read with great interest David 
Cameron’s comments about the UK 
being a Christian country.

How 
does that reconcile with being a 
Christian country? If we want to 
maintain a Christian UK then we 
have to preserve its culture and 
traditions and it has to start at the top 
by those we elected to represent us.

Cheveley Parish Council 


A MEETING of Cheveley Parish Council 
was held on Tuesday December 13. As 
readers are probably aware, the council 
has been unable to transact business 
since August 2011 and therefore there 
have been no press reports. 

Whilst the council has been quorate in 
number during this period it was 
considered unwise to undertake parish 
business due to a highly questionable 
clause in its Standing Orders that, since 
the May, required the presence of an 
individual councillor-a problem 
highlighted after the May 2011 elections to 
residents of Cheveley. Fortuitously this 
councillor was able to attend the 
December meeting and the council was 
then able to move forward and as a direct 
consequence welcomed five new 
members to council. There remains one 
vacancy (South Ward). If you wish to 
become a volunteer or to be considered 
for this vacancy on the council please 


contact the clerk at cheveleyparishclerk@ 
virginmedia.com or visit www.cheveley- 
pc.org.uk tor more information. 

The new council team has, due to this 
inability to meet, a significant number of 
outstanding and overdue issues that it 
genuinely hopes residents of Cheveley 
Parish will allow time to resolve and 
therefore appreciates continued patience in 
this matter. Notwithstanding these 
significant outstanding procedural burdens 
placed on the new council, it remains 
committed to moving matters on positively 
in respect of comments complaints and 
requests received from parishioners at the 
annual parish meeting in May. 

The parish council continues to seek 
engagement with, and encourage 
participation of, residents in respect of 
discussions and consultations in regards 
to the lack of use and amenities, state of 
repair as to antisocial behaviours at the 
pavilion and recreation ground. As a 
consequence of this ongoing work the 
parish council welcomes Su Shaw, David 


Cudby and Kirsty Durham to its 
expanding army of volunteers willing to 
assist the parish council in its aim to 
revitalise and reinvent the recreation 
ground and pavilion. 

The Cheveley Pavilion Working Group 
continued to meet during the period that 
the council was unable to undertake 
normal business and the council takes this 
opportunity to thank them. A questionnaire 
was distributed to all parishioners 
concerning the ongoing use of the pavilion 
and recreation ground. It is hoped that this 
consultation exercise and the results 
obtained will assist the group in successful 
funding applications that it intends to 
pursue in 2012 and Cheveley Parish 
Council remains committed in its support. 

The budget for 2012-13 has been 
drafted and may be viewed at 
www.cheveley-pc.org.uk or by requesting 
hard copy from the clerk or at Cheveley 
village post office shop. Parishioners will 
note that the precept request represents a 
£9.98 per elector per year increase. The 


increases are a reflection of the true costs 
related to employment and the creation of 
a part-time groundsman/caretaker and 
maintenance contract within the village, at 
the pavilion and recreation ground and 
cemetery. It should be noted that the 
council has taken the opportunity to cap 
those costs which it feels unsustainable 
and unsupportable and these include 
capping capital and revenue expenditure at 
the pavilion and recreation ground at the 
2010-11 level. It was agreed that a final 
payment from the Town Lands Charity and 
to eligible parishioners would be made in 
the New Year and thereafter this charity 
due to lack of assets would cease to 
function. 

It was agreed that Cheveley Parish 
Council, like many other councils 
throughout the UK, will be lighting a 
beacon as part of planned Queen Elizabeth 
II Diamond Jubilee celebrations. 

The next meeting of the parish council 
will be held on Tuesday January 10 in the 
Community Room at Cheveley School at 
7.30pm.

AS WE begin the new year, we take a look back at some of the 
inspirational accounts of courage shared with readers during 2011. 
Interviews by Alice Ryan, Louise Martin and Emma Higginbotham. 


I THOUGHTIhad 
the worst 
hangover of my 
life - and it turned 
out to be morning 
sickness.” Claire 
Daniels, from 
Cambridge, who 
discovered she was 
pregnant after 
doctors told her 
there was a 99.9 per 
cent chance that she 
would never have 
children, following 
treatment for 
Hodgkin’s 
lymphoma. 

“I wouldn’t wish this on 
anybody, yet I wouldn’t 
wish for a life without 
Andrew in it. Nothing 
changes the fact I’m still 
very proud to say this 
wonderful man is my 
husband.” Sarah King, 
from Linton, whose 
husband Andrew has 
early-onset Alzheimer’s 
and can no longer walk, 
talk or feed himself. 

“Lots of people sent 
flowers saying ‘Sorry for 


your loss’, but only one 
card mentioned the fact 
we’d had a baby. And 
only one person asked if 
we had any photos. 

Those two things meant 
so much to me: I didn’t 
want to act as if we 
hadn’t had a baby. Lily 
was still our child.” 

Alison Bruce, from 
Fordham, whose baby 
died inside her when she 
was six months pregnant. 

“It felt like someone had 
got a huge sword and 
driven it right through 
me and into the 
mattress. The pain was 
indescribable: it was 
literally pinning me to 
the bed.” Mandy Hague, 
from Barrington, who 
had 22 cardiac arrests in 
just one night. 

“Before she even went 
into hospital for the 
original operation she 
organised all the linen in 
the airing cupboard, 
putting labels on the 
bedding and towels: 

‘bath towels’, ‘squash and 
cricket towels’. She was 
always thinking about 
everyone else.” Gerald 
Coteman, from 
Oakington, who has set 


up The Elizabeth 
Coteman Fund to raise 
money and awareness 
about pancreatic cancer, 
in memory of his wife. 

“It doesn’t matter how 
rich you are. Everybody 
knows you’re there 
through luck, hard work 
and determination.” 
Romany Gypsy Phoebe 
Buckley, from Little 
Downham, a professional 
eventer who regularly 
competes against Zara 
Philips at Burghley and 
Badminton Horse Trials. 

“It’s an absolute miracle 
what he’s achieved, and I 
can only thank The 
Rosie. I seriously don’t 
think he would be here if 
it wasn’t for their 
genuine care and their 
expertise.” Sanchia 
Norris, from Fen Drayton, 
whose son Benn - born 
dangerously prematurely 
at just 24 weeks with 
multiple health problems 
- celebrated his first 
birthday in November. 

“I am excited, but I have 
moments of panic as 
well. I can imagine 
letting a goal in - but I 
can imagine scoring too,

which would be 
amazing.” 

Georgina Bullen, from 
Shepreth, whose visual 
impairment stopped her 
taking a GCSE in PE - yet 
she was selected for the 
UK Goalball squad and 
hopes to take part in the 
2012 Paralympics. 

“There are only two 
roads you can go down; 
there’s the dark ‘this is 
awful, I give up’ road, or 
the ‘here’s your lot, mate, 
get on with it, do the best 
you can’. And I knew 
which route I had to 
take.” Musician Guy 
Llewellyn, from 
Willingham, who became 
paralysed after breaking 
his back in a fall. 


“Even now my dad says 
to me ‘If we’d have 
known that you were 
going to have so many, 
I’m not sure we’d have 
still gone through with 
the original operation’. 
But you can’t live your 
life on ifs, buts and 
maybes. You just live 
with what you’ve got, 
and adapt.” Tom 
McKenzie, from Linton, 
who’s had 48 operations 
on his leg since surgeons 
battled to save it from 
amputation when he had 
bone cancer aged 6. 

“It felt like I was walking 
through treacle, always 
being cloudy and then, 
every now and again, 
you’d get this glimpse of 
sunshine. I forgot what 


normal was; everything 
was just such hard 
work.” Joy Martin, from 
Lode, who overcame 
chronic fatigue syndrome 
- and embarked on a 
20,000-mile charity cycle 
ride across America. 

“It was just the most 
awful thing I’ve ever 
seen. I honestly looked at 
her and thought ‘there 
must be some mistake, 
this isn’t Kelly-Ann’ - but 
it was.” Carol Challinor, 
from Exning, whose 9- 
year old daughter had her 
face crushed in a riding 
accident. Now 15, Kelly- 
Ann has made a full 
recovery. 

“If I hadn’t got these 
hideous diseases, Save5 


might never have been 
started - and that’s a 
terrible thought. I really 
wouldn’t change a 
thing.” T Sandeman- 
Charles, from 
Duddenhoe End, who 
suffers from two deadly 
lung diseases, yet 
crusades tirelessly to get 
people to join the organ 
donor register through 
her Save5 campaign. 

“Losing any part of your 
body, like losing 
someone close to you, is 
a kind of bereavement. 
But there’s no point 
getting bitter about it: 
with the right kind of 
support, you can go out 
there and do whatever 
you want - anything is 
possible.” Amputee Jonas

Zimnicki, from 
Cambridge, who hopes to 
sprint for Britain in the 
2012 Paralympics. 

“Losing a child is one of 
the hardest things anyone 
can go through and even 
now, 10 years on, I have 
my bad days. But that’s 
OK. I know I always will 
have bad days; it’s what I 
achieve on my good days 
that counts.” Marie 
Horrey, from Bluntisham, 
who lost her son Alex to 
cot death at 6 months old. 
She’s now a keen 
fundraiser for FSID, the 
Foundation for the Study 
of Infant Deaths. 

“It was touch and go for 
at least the first 48 hours. 
My mum asked the 
nurses if they could take a 
picture, but I was too 
poorly even to have my 
photo taken.” Ellen 
Brogan, from Aldreth, who 
was born prematurely. 

The 24-year-old 
completed a gruelling 16- 
peak challenge last year to 
raise money for 
premature baby charity 
Bliss. 

“It’s hard to explain what 
your mindset is, being 
told you’ve got cancer. 

But my doctor made me 
more positive; he said lots 
of people are scared of 
the word, but cancer’s not 
the end of the world. A lot 
of people have it and 
they’re completely fine 
for the rest of their lives.” 
Tom Dutton, from 
Whittlesford, who was 
diagnosed with testicular 
cancer at the age of 18. 


“Yes, he has a strangeness 
about him, but I think 
that’s quite lovely. And 
he’s such a loving child. 
You know he’s had a nice 
day if he takes your face 
in his hands and sort of 
squeezes your cheeks. I 
think it’s his way of saying 
Thank you’.” Lina Davey, 
from Fulbourn, whose 7- 
year-old son Kaiden can’t 
walk or talk, needs help to 
eat and drink and suffers 
violent seizures. 

“We want her to know 
how proud we are other 
and how brave she was. 
All little kids have a story, 
and this will be hers.” Sam 
Norman, from 
Newmarket, whose 5- 
month-old daughter Mia 
had an operation to 
improve her cleft lip and 
palate in October. 

“We’re now at the ‘what 
if?’ stage of grieving. We 
wonder what Zoe would 
look like, what she’d be 
doing. I don’t think you 
ever stop grieving, but the 
grief changes. I can say 
her name now and smile; 

I can think about my little 
girl and feel happy.” 
Wendy Slade, from 
Hardwick, whose 
daughter Zoe died of 
spinal muscular atrophy 
aged 6 months, 13 years 
ago. Last year Wendy 
walked along China’s 
Great Wall to raise money 
for Each, where Zoe died. 

“This is just what I do. 

Day by day I just do 
whatever I can for them. I 
don’t look for any 


recognition, I’m just a 
mum.” Mother-of-three 
Julie Jones, from 
Huntingdon, who took on 
her best friend’s six 
children when she died 
last year. 

“We can’t change what’s 
happened, but we can be 
positive about where we 
go from here. Setting up 
Tom’s Trust is a big part of 
that: it’s something 
positive, and it’s a lasting 
legacy to our precious 
little boy.” Debbie 
Whiteley, from Fowlmere, 
whose 9-year-old son Tom 
died of a brain tumour. 
Tom’s Trust is being set up 
to fund a full-time 
psychologist at 
Addenbrooke’s, to support 
children with brain 
tumours and their 
families. 

“Alcohol doesn’t care 
what you do for a living or 
how nice a person you 
are. It’s out to get you - 
out to kill you - and it 
doesn’t matter whether 
you’re a managing 
director or living on the 
streets.” John Newton, 
from Cambridge, who 
turned his life around 
after years of alcohol 
addiction. 

“Straight away I loved it, 
and I’ve loved it ever 
since; I went from being a 
charity case to being a 
charity worker 
overnight.” David Lee, 
who went from living on 
the streets to finding a 
new life - and love - 
thanks to the Emmaus 
community in Landbeach.

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Mum jailed 
for cruelty 
to her son 


A MOTHER has 
been jailed after 
faking the symp¬ 
toms of illness in 
her baby. 

The woman from the 
Mildenhall area, who 
cannot be named for 
legal reasons, had 
pleaded guilty to a charge 
of child cruelty and was 
sentenced to two months 
in prison at Ipswich 
Crown Court in Decem¬ 
ber. 

The court heard the 
mother came under 
suspicion after medical 
staff at West Suffolk 
Hospital found her infant 
son was thriving, despite 
her claims he had been 
vomiting blood.

Forensic tests were 
carried out on blood 
found on the baby’s 
nappies and sheets and a 
DNA analysis revealed it 
had come from the 
child’s mother. 

Police and social 
services were alerted as a 
result of the finding. 

When questioned, the 
woman said she could 
not explain the presence 
of her blood. 

The court heard it was 
believed the mother had 
picked a scab on her 
ankle to provide the 
substance. 

She had previously 
taken her son to Adden- 


brooke’s with what she 
said were the same 
symptoms, but doctors 
could find nothing wrong 
with the child. 

The court heard the 
mother had been 
suffering from depression 
and was genuinely anx¬ 
ious about taking home 
the baby, who had been 
born with medical 
problems and had 
undergone surgery. 

Judge Rupert Overbury 
said she had completely 
faked the baby’s symp¬ 
toms at West Suffolk 
Hospital. 

During the sentencing, 
he told her: “You wanted 
the attention from the 
doctors and nurses at the 
expense of your baby.”

MEP backs love’ pledge 


AN MEP has pledged his support for a 
campaign calling for an end to 
discrimination in marriage law in Britain.

Mr Howitt said: “The last Labour 
government went a long way in eliminating 
discrimination by bringing forward civil 
partnership legislation; we must now go 
further and push for equal marriage rights 
for all couples.” 

He added David Cameron had recently 
highlighted the UK’s heritage as a Christian 
country and Mr Howitt said he hoped these 
principles of love and tolerance would be 
applied to every couple wanting to commit 
to one another. 


New A14 rock 
attack sparks 
police inquiry 


A MAJOR police operation 
has been launched after 
another car was damaged 
by rocks hurled from a 
bridge onto the A14. 

The force helicopter was 
scrambled after the missiles were 
thrown onto the carriageway 
from the Fordham Road bridge 
just after 5pm on December 27. 

A BMW was damaged and the 
occupants of the car - a male 
driver and female passenger - 
reported their windscreen was 
smashed and bonnet and roof 
dented near the junction with the 
A142 as they travelled west¬ 
bound. 

Those responsible are now 
being sought by police, who say 
the incident could have cost 
lives. 

A Suffolk Police spokesman 
said officers searched the three- 
lane stretch of the A14/A11 but

failed to find the objects or any 
suspects. 

He added: “Police are taking 
these crimes extremely seriously. 
Throwing objects onto a busy 
road has the potential to cause 
serious injury - and even death. 

“A senior detective has been 
appointed to lead a team 
dedicated to catching those 
responsible. 

“Anyone caught throwing items 
onto roads could face serious 
criminal charges, resulting in 
lengthy prison sentences.” 

The attack is the latest in a 
string of similar incidents in the 
last month. 

Three cars travelling on the 
Suffolk stretch of the A14 were 
damaged by objects between 
6.25pm and 11.15pm on 


December 21 and four vehicles 
were damaged by objects hurled 
onto the carriageway at Trimley 
St Mary, near Felixstowe, on 
December 14. 

Police said the events are not 
being linked to two attacks on 
cars on the A12 on December 1 in 
which passenger Carol Manley, 
57, was seriously injured when a 
concrete bollard fell from a 
bridge onto the car in which she 
was travelling near Galleywood, 
in Essex. 

Forty minutes earlier, a large 
lump of granite smashed a car 
windscreen but did not harm 
mother and daughter Stella and 
Lisa Horne, who were on the A12 
at Ingatestone. 

Essex Police are treating the 
two incidents as attempted 
murder. 

Anyone with information 
about the Suffolk attacks should 
call Suffolk police on 101.

JENNIE BAKER takes a glance at the 
headlines in Newmarket during 2011 


January 

BUDDING entrepreneurs 
presented their ideas for 
new businesses to a panel of 
judges from the Newmarket 
Retailers’ Association as part 
of the group’s Strictly Come 
Newmarket competition, to 
fill the town’s empty shops. 
An overall winner and 
runners up were chosen. 

A roadside protest was held 
by parents and children in 
their quest for a pedestrian 
crossing near the 
Tannersfield Way junction 
on Exning Road. 

Artists were given a month 
to submit their design ideas 
for the 10 lifesize acrylic 
horses as part of the Horse 
About Newmarket 
community art project, 
which saw the models go on 
display around the town in 
the summer and raise 
thousands of pounds for 
charity. 

February 

PETITIONS were launched 
to try to reverse a Suffolk 
County Council decision to 
close Newmarket’s 
household waste recycling 
centre in its bid to save 
£42m. 

Members of Newmarket 
Town Council threw their 
weight behind a campaign 
for a pedestrian crossing on 
Exning Road, which was 
mounted by residents of the 
area’s George Lambton and 
Freshfields estates. 

The 70th anniversary of a 
bombing raid which killed 


around 20 people and 
caused devastation in 
Newmarket High Street in 
1941 was commemorated in 
an exhibition of 
photographs and personal 
accounts in Newmarket 
Library. A service to 
remember those hurt or 
killed in the attack was also 
held in Newmarket’s All 
Saints Church. 

March 

TWO men from Southend in 
Essex were shot dead at 
Willow Park in Beck Row. 
The bodies of David Castell, 
29, and Shane Hill, 20, were 
found on the evening of 
Tuesday, March 15, after 
police received reports of a 
fire on the site and sounds 
resembling gunshots. 

Lord Derby’s plans for up to 
1,200 homes on his land at 
Hatchfield Farm suffered a 
blow after a High Court 
ruling said Forest Heath 
District Council’s core 
strategy for developments 
over the next two decades 
was legally flawed. The Earl 
of Derby said the judge 
made no comments on the 
planning merits of the 
proposal. 

Newmarket Retailers’ 
Association launched a 
petition in opposition to 
plans for a Tesco store next 
to and double the size of the 
existing Tesco supermarket 
off Newmarket’s Fordham 
Road. 

April 

Kathy Faelber, 56, a music 


teacher of Mildenhall, and 
Bradly Ring, 26, a member 
of the US Air Force of 
Littleport, were killed in a 
car crash on the A1101 near 
Shippea Hill. 

About 250 people took to 
the streets in Newmarket to 
protest against the closure 
of the town’s household 
waste recycling centre. The 
closure date was put back 
nearly three months later 
in the month. 

Karaoke contests, spoof 
marriages and street parties 
were among the events held 
across the area in 
celebration of the wedding 
of Prince William and Kate 
Middleton. 

The 70 members of the Red 
Lodge Slimming World 
group lost 100 stones in six 
months after the group was 
founded by Wendy Von 
Niebel in October. 

May 

THE Queen paid a visit to 
Newmarket Day Centre to 
celebrate its 30th 
anniversary after spending 
a morning on the Gallops 
watching her horse, Carlton 
House. 

Controversial plans for a 
Sainsbury’s Local store in 
Newmarket’s Exning Road 
were thrown out by Forest 
Heath District Council. 

The Niamh Henry Fairy 
Wish Fund, which was 


founded in memory of a 3- 
year-old from Newmarket 
who died of a rare form of 
kidney cancer in 2009, had 
already passed £25,000. The 
money raised by the fund is 
donated to hospitals to help 
poorly children. 

June 

PLANS to restore 
Newmarket’s Palace House 
and stables, create a new 
home for the town’s 
National Horseracing 
Museum and a gallery to 
showcase the collections of 
the British Sporting Art 
Trust took a step towards a 
£4.2 million funding 
injection by securing a first 
round pass from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 
Newmarket’s household 
waste recycling centre was 
saved from closure by 
Newmarket Open Door, a 
charity, which offered to 
run the facility after Suffolk 
County Council said it 
could not afford to do so. 
Ahmed Aldubaili, 30, 
denied a charge of death by 
dangerous driving following 
a collision in Ashley in 
October in which Henry 
Blacklock, 3, who lived in 
Red Lodge, died and his 
father, Martin, from 
Newmarket, was seriously 
injured. Aldubaili pleaded 
guilty to driving when 
unlicensed and uninsured. 


A medium-sized Morrisons 
store was proposed for a 
disused site in Newmarket’s 
Exning Road. 

The Horse About 
Newmarket lifesize horses 
painted by local artists and 
miniature models 
decorated by charities and 
the area’s schools went on 
display on the Severals. 
Sponsors of the horses were 
allocated and the winning 
creations were announced. 
John Gosden, a top trainer 
in Newmarket, was accused 
of sex discrimination and 
unlawful dismissal by a 
former second head lad, 
Julia Bocan. Mr Gosden 
denied the claims. 

July 

A SAINSBURY’S superstore, 
homes and a seven-screen 
cinema form part of the 
proposals for the three- 
phase development of the 
George Lambton Playing 
Fields site in Newmarket. 
Cllr Tom Kerby of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council launched a 
campaign to move 
Newmarket from Suffolk 
into Cambridgeshire. 

The planning inquiry into 
the proposed development 
of land at Hatchfield Farm 
in north east Newmarket 
began. Representatives of 
Lord Derby, the owner of 
the land, went head to head 


with Forest Heath District 
Council, Save Historic 
Newmarket and the 
Tattersalls group. 
Newmarket was described 
as a “rather down-at-heel” 
in a national newspaper. 
Writing in The Sunday 
Telegraph , Lucy Cavendish 
said the town was “full of 
slightly tatty restaurants” 
and, aside from the 
racecourse, she said it 
looked like life had 
“somewhat passed it by”. 

August 

A 21-YEAR-OLD man from 
Burwell died when his 
motorbike collided with the 
central reservation on the 
A11 at Barton Mills. Richard 
Leadon’s twin sister, 
Caroline, said: “He is the 
best brother in the world 
and we will be best friends 
forever.” 

Bill Gredley, chairman of 
the UNEX Group which is 
based in Stetchworth, 
pledged £2,500 towards the 
Strictly Open day arranged 
for October to welcome the 
shops which have opened 
as a result of the retailers’ 
association’s Strictly Come 
Newmarket project which 
is backed by the Weekly 
News. 

An employment tribunal 
upheld Julia Bocan’s claim 
she had been unfairly 
dismissed from her position

September 

THE King Edward VII Memorial 
Hall in Newmarket High Street 
reopened following a £1.2m 
extension and renovation 
project. The town council 
returned to the hall in August 
after moving out so the work 
could take place in October 
2010 . 

Newmarket Town Council 
approved proposals to 
invoice supermarkets for £50 
if they fail to remove 
abandoned trolleys within 24 
hours of being told where the 
items are to pay for the 
council's time spent clearing 
them away. The Tesco store in 
Fordham Road launched a 
trolley hotline so the items 
can be reported easily in 
response to fears the problem 
of dumped items was getting 
out of hand. 

Forest Heath District Council’s 
decision to refuse Paddy Power 
planning permission to 
establish a betting shop in 
Newmarket High Street earlier 
in 2011 was overturned after 
the chain appealed to the 
Secretary of State. Forest Heath 
was ordered to pay Paddy 
Power the full cost of the 
appeal. 


October 

COAL tar, a carcinogenic 
material, was discovered in 
Exning Road’s surface, pushing 
the installation of a pedestrian 
crossing in the road back until 
early in 2012. 

A event called Strictly Open 
was held in Newmarket to 
celebrate the town and the 
arrival of seven independent 
shops as a result of the 
retailers’ association’s Strictly 
Come Newmarket 
competition. 

Newmarket train station was 
criticised by the Mid Anglia 
Rail Passengers’ Association 
and Railfuture East Anglia 
following their survey of its 
facilities in September. They 
slammed the station’s shelters, 
car parking arrangements and 
called for the extension of its 
single platform. 

November 

NEWMARKET was announced 
as one of the locations to host 
the Olympic Torch on its 8,000- 
mile journey across the UK to 
the Olympic Stadium. 
Representatives of Stagecoach 
offered to test-run a Sunday 
bus service between 
Newmarket and Cambridge 
for a three-month period in 
2012 at a meeting with 
members of the Newmarket 
Town Council. The Sunday 
service had been cancelled in 
April following the withdrawal 


of Cambridgeshire County 
Council funding more than 
two years ago. 

Asda confirmed it is looking at 
a number of potential locations 
where it could establish a 
second store in Newmarket. 
Newmarket College’s 
governing body decided to 
apply for academy status for 
the Exning Road school. 
Ahmed Aldubaili, 31, pleaded 
guilty to causing death by 
dangerous driving in relation 
to the accident in Ashley in 
October 2010 in which Henry 
Blacklock, 3, was killed and his 
dad, Martin, was seriously 
hurt. 

December 

PLANNING permission was 
sought by GG Eco Solutions for 
a plant which would convert 
stable bedding into biomass 
fuel and fertiliser pellets on 
Jockey Club land in 
Newmarket. 

Newmarket Retailers’ 
Association spoke of its plans 
to bring a Portobello Road- 
style market to Newmarket 
and is set to discuss the idea 
with Forest Heath District 
Council representatives and 
the owners of the Guineas 
shopping centre this month. 
Staff at The Red Lodge Cafe 
were terrified by a gang of 
robbers armed with metal bars 
who made off with cash, 
charity boxes and a handbag 
from the Red Lodge business.

I F your borders lack colour, 
texture and depth, then it’s 
an ideal time to plan a new 
one to give you all-year-round 
colour, beautifully matched 
plants and a few surprises 
along the way. 

Don’t be afraid to copy others’ 
ideas. You may need to visit a National 
Trust garden or simply look for 
inspiration closer to home, seeking 
out ideas by peeking into 
neighbouring gardens or simply 
asking keen gardening friends how 
they achieved a particular effect which 
you want to replicate. 

Take a camera and notebook with 
you so that you can take pictures of 
particular scenes, so you don’t just 
rely on your memory. 

Alternatively, cut out pictures from 
magazines and cover them with 
tracing paper, drawing on the key 
plant shapes you like. You may not be 
able to use exactly the same plants 
that you have admired in a magazine, 
but it will give you an idea of what 
works shape and height-wise. 

When planning, ensure that the 
border provides year-round interest, 
not just a mass of blooms in summer 
which leaves the area looking dull and 
boring in winter. 

Brighten up spring with bulbs and 
make use of evergreens and shrubs 
with coloured bark or berries in 
autumn and winter to prolong interest 
and keep a shape to the border.

While summer can be a riot of 
colour, trees and shrubs provide a 
framework to the border, some 
structure on which to build seasonal 
displays. They can also be used 
individually to create a particular 
effect such as a focal point. 

Of course, the first consideration is 
your soil - is it acid or alkaline, is 
your aspect light or shady, is the 
ground dry or moist? Again, consider 
plants which have done well in your 
neighbours’ gardens because they are 
also likely to do well in yours. 

If you want a tree or shrub to add 
height to a border, use a tripod of 
canes which can be moved around to 
give you an idea of where the new 
addition will fit in best and when 
choosing a tree, consider its rate of 
growth and ultimate size. You don’t 
want it dominating the border and 
casting shade over some of your more 
colourful sun-lovers later in the 
season. 

Try to keep the planting design 
simple, choosing perhaps large 


for the borders 


interlocking drifts of plants rather than 
a mismatched smorgasbord of a lot of 
little plants which you’ve bought on a 
whim but which don't really 
complement each other. 

Consider a themed border for 
compatible plants, such as a 
Mediterranean border, or a border 
with one type of plant such as herbs, 
which can be intermingled 
successfully. 

Think about repetition in your 
border as using a particular plant 
repeatedly makes a particularly showy 
plant stand out and also helps merge a 
diverse display. 

Alliums, with their stunning 
lollipop-shaped clusters of flowers, 
can provide a showy display repeated 
at points along a border, but any 
repetition will help give the border 
more visual uniformity. 

If you haven’t particularly thought 
about colour, do so now, and use a 
colour wheel to judge which colours 
go best together. 

Do you want a sizzling clash for a 
dramatic, hot effect, or a softer palette 
of colours closer in shades such as 
pinks and mauves, which will merge 
together beautifully in the border? 

Use a few large, architectural 
plants such as phormiums or fatsias to 
create a dramatic effect, rather than 
lots of fussy, small plants. Position 
plants, still in their pots, so you can 
stand back and view the effect from 
several angles and move them if you 
need to.

Get your garden ready for the start of spring 



WITH Christmas over, 
what better new year’s 
resolution is there than 
keeping your garden tidy? 

After all, it doesn’t cost 
much, is great exercise 
and will give you beautiful 
surroundings in time for 
the start of spring. 

Get composting 
The post-Christmas period 
is a great time for making 
compost, with all those 
carbon-rich cards 
and nitrogen-rich veg 
peelings, in fact around 40 
percent of household 
waste is suitable. 

You can use: 

■ Anything that was once 
living, except meat, dairy 
and cooked food, which 
can attract vermin. 

■ Grass cuttings and soft 
young weeds, which will 
rot quickly. 

■ Older and tougher plant 
material, which is slower 
to rot but gives body to the 
finished compost. 

Make the necessary 

CUT-BACKS 

Early in the year, it’s 
important to trim back, 
prune, and generally 
smarten up your garden 
after long, frosty nights. 

Cut any dead or diseased 
wood, and spray trees 
with winter tar oil wash to 
deter insects. You should 
also prune any currants, 
vines and berries, and cut 
back your apple and pear 
trees. Pruning helps to 
encourage a good shape, 


and a healthy growth 
throughout the spring. 

Grow your greens 
Start thinking about your 
vegetable patch, in warmer 
weather you can sow 
broad beans, and now is a 
good time to start 
sprouting potatoes in a 
tub. 

Prepare your vegetable 
beds by clearing away 
dead crops, turning the 
earth and raking in 
fertiliser or manure. Now 
is the time to be 
organised, and plan out 
your garden for the year 
ahead, so start ordering 
seeds, washing seed trays 
and sharpening tools for a 
busy year ahead. 


Use flower power 
Select a combination of flat,

Aim to achieve year-round 
coverage with early-, mid- 
and late-flowering blooms - 
from delicate primrose and 
sweet violet to fragrant 
lavender and wallflower 
to explosive coneflower and 
Michaelmas daisies. Seed 
packets always contain 
more than you need, so 
invite fellow gardeners 
to swap seed leftovers from 
last year with you. 


Get the habitat habit 
It's easy to boost 
biodiversity in your garden 
by creating new habitats for 
plants and beneficial 
creatures.

“Saab specialist” 
following the 
news that Saab 
has filed for

Sweden, writes

The Swedish firm 
has been in 
difficulties for some 
time but Howarth 
was at pains to point 
out that Saab GB is 
still functioning. 

“Saab Great 
Britain, with whom 
we have our 
contract, are still in 


‘administration’ 
only,” Howarth says 
of the current 
situation, “and are 
therefore technically 
still functioning.” 

The Harston- 
based showroom 
remains open for 
business and is 
expected to honour 
all existing warranty 
and servicing agree¬ 
ments. It is also 
believed that the 
dealership will con¬ 
tinue to sell new 
Saabs (while stocks 
last): used Saab sales 
are expected to 
continue unin¬ 
terrupted. 

Howarth ex¬ 
pressed sorrow 
about the develop¬ 
ments in Sweden but 
added: “We can at 
least now move on, 
initially setting our 


stall out to remain 
very much as a ‘Saab 
specialist’ if we 
cannot be the ‘Saab 
dealer’.” 

It is understood 
that Cambridge 
Saab’s owners, 
Trumpington-based 
Buckingham & Stan¬ 
ley, are looking to 
add a new franchise 
to sit alongside the 
Chevrolet dealership 
which opened its 
doors earlier this 
year in Trumpington. 

It is still possible 
that Saab will find a 
buyer, but if the plan 
fails it will be the end 
of the road for the 
ambitious plans for 
2012 which the 
Swedish firm had 
put in place since 
being taken over by 
Dutch car maker 
Spyker a year ago.

HONDA cars are the 
most resilient to pothole 
damage, saving drivers 
hundreds of pounds in 
repairs each year, 
according to new 
research by 

Potholes.co.uk. 

The road maintenance 
campaign website, set up by 
the UK’s leading warranty 
provider Warranty Direct, 
analysed tens of thousands of 
policies to reveal the cars most 
and least susceptible to the 
nation’s biggest bugbear - 
potholes. This winter, UK 
roads are set to become the 
worst “in a generation”. 

After Honda, the most 
“pothole-proof” manufac¬ 
turers are Toyota and Hyundai, 
with less than 2 per cent of 
their cars suffering axle and 
suspension damage 

attributable to potholes and 
other road defects. 

Conversely, Chrysler, 
Mercedes-Benz and Land 
Rover models are the most 
likely to be defeated by the 
UK’s pothole-riddled roads, 
with more than 10 per cent 
suffering damage each year. 

While the average payout 
for pothole-induced 

suspension damage is £309,

Duncan McClure Fisher, of 
Warranty Direct, said: “With 
last year’s road damage barely 
dealt with, a repeat of those 
harsh winter weather 
conditions could see our 
highways deteriorate to the 
worst state they’ve been in for 
a generation. 

“As councils struggle to 
solve the pothole problem, 
consumers can at least be 
smart about their vehicle of 
choice. We’ve found some cars 


have an uncanny ability to 
absorb the jolts from even the 
most severe road craters, 
while others aren’t so resilient. 

“Particularly surprising is 
that high-end manufacturers 
are just as vulnerable, if not 
more so, than ‘value’ 
manufacturers. However, we 
wouldn’t lambast those at the 
bottom of the pile because the 
roads are just so bad.” 

Anyone can report a road 
defect and share their story 
using Potholes.co.uk, which 
has contact details for 
councils across England, 
Scotland and Wales.

The Kia Ray EV is Korea’s first electric vehicle 


KIA has introduced Korea’s 
first electric vehicle-the 
Kia Ray EV, a zero- 
emissions city car with 
lively performance and a 
range of up to 86 miles on 
a single charge. 

The Kia Ray EV is a close 
relative of Kia’s 1.0-litre 
gasoline powered Ray CUV, 
which went on sale in 
Korea last month. It shares 
that model’s major dimen¬ 
sions and, in a global first 
for an EV manufacturer, 
can share a production line 


with the gasoline models. 

The front-wheel drive Ray 
EV is powered by a 50kW 
electric motor and a high- 
capacity 16.4 kWh lithium 
ion polymer battery pack 
that is engineered for a 10- 
year life cycle and skilfully 
packaged under the rear 
seat and cabin floor. 

Although the Ray EV 
weighs 187kg more than 
the gasoline model, the 
electric motor’s generous 
torque -167 Nm (an 
increase of 77 per cent) - 


ensures responsive 
performance. The EV’s 
acceleration is brisker than 
the gasoline models (0- 
60mph in 15.9 seconds), 
while top speed is 81mph. 
Recharging times are six 
hours using a 220V house¬ 
hold supply and 25 minutes 
in fast-charge mode. 

The Ray EV’s automatic 
transmission offers the 
driver a choice of two 
modes while in ‘D’ 
drive. E’ (or ‘eco’) mode 
delivers minimum battery 


consumption and maxi¬ 
mum range. ‘B’ (or ‘brake’) 
mode can be selected 
when driving downhill on 
highways and on mountain 
roads to maximise braking 
power. 

Unlike regular gasoline 
vehicles, Ray EV generates 
no engine noise, which can 
be a potential problem with 
pedestrians being unaware 
of the approaching car. To 
prevent accidents, Kia has 
fitted Ray EV with a VESS 
(Virtual Engine Sound 


System). When driven at 
less than 12mph VESS 
delivers a mix of recorded 
gasoline engine noises, 
which are also emitted 
when the car is backing up. 

Japan and the US are 
already considering the 
introduction of a legal 
requirement for EVs to 
have a virtual engine 
sound, and Kia has taken 
the first step to 
commercialise this system 
in order to anticipate the 
global industry’s trend.

A SOLITARY goal 10 minutes from time 
condemned Mildenhall to defeat in their new 
year bank holiday clash at Ely City. 

In a fiercely-contested match of few 
chances, the game looked to be heading 
towards a goalless stalemate with ’Hall landing 
their fourth point of the holiday campaign. 

However, the home side made the 
breakthrough in the closing stages when Nick 
Impey’s cross from the right was headed in by 
Richard Chadwick.

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JUST one point from their festive 
programme of three games has left 
Newmarket Town deep in trouble at the 
foot of the Ridgeons League, Premier 
Division table.
